Once Saved, Always Saved? (Part V) 



Ye are the salt of the earth: but if the salt have 
lost his savour, wherewith shall it be salted? it is 
thenceforth good for nothing, but to be cast out, 
and to be trodden under foot of men.

Know ye not that ye are the temple of God, and 
that the Spirit of God dwelleth in you? If any 
man defile the temple of God, him shall God 
destroy; for the temple of God is holy, which 
temple ye are.

If you have read any of my previous articles on the false doctrine of "Once Saved, Always Saved" you can see 
where I am going by now. It is only those who refuse to consider the possibility and examine the scripture 
evidence that don't see it. I have written many words and most importantly quoted much scripture that illustrates 
with crystal clarity the fact that we can lose our salvation. 

There's an important addition I'd like to make to this series because of one thing that God hadn't shown me until 
just recently. How do we know when we have strayed too far, when we have in fact lost our savor? 

Blessed are they which do hunger and thirst after righteousness: for they shall be 
filled. 

Matthew 5:6 (KJV) O 

But whosoever drinketh of the water that I shall give him shall never thirst; but the 
water that I shall give him shall be in him a well of water springing up into everlasting 
life. 

John 4:14 (KJV) I 

What is this salt that has lost its saltiness? It is a people that call themselves by His name but who no longer 
hunger for righteousness. They don't think to please God, to present themselves to Him without spot or blemish. 
As salty foods cause us to seek something to drink this saltiness causes God's people to thirst for living waters to 
fill them, like the wise virgins of Matthew 25 who sought oil for their lamps while it might be found. 

And the LORD said unto Cain, Why art thou wroth? and why is thy countenance 
fallen? If thou doest well, shalt thou not be accepted? and if thou doest not well, sin 
lieth at the door. And unto thee shall be his desire, and thou shalt rule over him 
Genesis 4:6-7 (KJV) O 

I often talk of the sin of Cain when speaking in this context, who offered the finest of the harvest of the field to 
God instead of the blood sacrifice that He required. One important truth to ponder is that although Cain's 
sacrifice was rejected by God he himself wasn't. But instead of asking forgiveness and setting his heart to heed 




God's will in the manner of the sacrifice he became enraged at his brother who was obedient to God. 

How often do some of us try to warn others that their sacrifices are not acceptable to God and instead of them 
considering the matter we only get them enraged? We are required to warn, but with compassion, not 
condemnation. Memorize Ezekiel 3:20 O brothers and sisters. Use it to help your fellow servants, not to beat 
them over the head with. 

By night on my bed I sought him whom my soul loveth: I sought him, but I found him 
not. I will rise now, and go about the city in the streets, and in the broad ways I will 
seek him whom my soul loveth: I sought him, but I found him not. The watchmen that 
go about the city found me: to whom I said, Saw ye him whom my soul loveth? 
Song of Solomon 3:1-3 (KJV) © 

If we no longer hunger for righteousness and if we have defiled our temples through habitually sinning without 
repenting we are in deep spiritual peril But what if we do hunger for righteousness and maintain our garments? 
How do we know He still loves us even as we are going through the toughest of times? 

There comes times of dryness in our spiritual lives, just as Christ experienced in the desert. There comes times 
when we wonder if God has rejected us, or is angry with us, times when we feel like we're running on empty. I 
have had times when God has felt so far away from me and I have felt so unworthy and useless to Him Then 
one day when I was crying out to Him he spoke so clearly to my heart : 'Don't you see? The fact that you seek 
me and desire me and long for me proves your love for me!" Song of Solomon so eloquently illustrates this 
relationship between Christ and His beloved bride. As long as that spark is in our heart to please Him we have 
nothing to fear.
